Bartlett Pond thermally stratifies during the summer
months, but dissolved oxygen levels deteriorate below a
weakly formed thermocline. This condition significantly
limits opportunities to manage for coldwater fish, and to
a much lesser extent warm water fish. The presence of
competing and predatory warm water fish further limit
opportunities to manage for trout. Bartlett Pond is best
managed for warm water fish.
